Sakoguchi in the Cowel1Cole 
lege Library and a collection 
of paintings and drawings by 
Donald Weygandt in the Jolly 
Room and Fireside: Lounges 
of Stevenson College.

Take one preceptor and her 
Sixteen-year old daughter, 
add eleven girls coming from 
Texas to Tokyo, mix well in 
an old house and call it River 
Street House. Having served 
as a hole for the notorious 
‘“‘River Rats’’, and a center 
for the tutorial project, the 
house located at 733 River 
Street has this year become 
a home for UCSC girls who 
could not obtain on-campus 
housing. 


This temporary arrangement 
is a unique situation at Santa 
Cruz.

Woodville in southeast Tulare 
County. It is so small and 
out of the way that the busses 
don’t even stop there. For 
about the last month, there 
has been a medical! clinic), 
there. It was set up by three 
young health professionals 
who saw that the people needed 
medical help. 


Woodville has a population 
of 1500 migrant workers who 
are either very old or very 
young. The clinic also serves 
Plainview, a town of about 
800 migrant fruit pickers, and 
Woodville Farm Labor Camp, 
which was built in 1937 as a 
temporary shelter; it also 
Serves Poplar, a worker’s 
town of about 3,000. So, they 
opened with a theoretical doc- 
tor-patient ratio of 1:6,000. 
Around 80% of their patients 
are on Medicare or Medical, 
and this means that, due to 
bureaucratic processes, the 
three men don’t get paid for 
about three months,

I am hoping that 
enough students could help 
contribute so that we could 
pay for the down-payment, 
Only fifty cents from just six 
hundred students would make 
three hundred dollars, and if 
you could give a little more, 
the money could be well used.
